Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 3, 
2009 has been entered. 

Aiiowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A rolling 
element having a rolling contact surface layer which has been quench hardened by 
induction hardening to produce a martensite parent phase containing 0.3 to 0.8 wt% 
soluble carbon concentration, and dispersed with 0.4 to 4.0 vol.% carbides having an 
average particle diameter of 0.2 to 5 pm and 2 to 15 vol.% cementite containing 2.5 to 
10 wt% Cr; and its method of making, as recited by claims 2 to 12 , 21 to 23 and 25, is 
not taught or fairly suggested by the art cited by Applicant in IDS filed November 3, 
2009 which were references applied in prior art rejection in the office action dated 
December 19, 2008 of related case Serial No. 10/790,931, now U.S. Patent 7,566,373.
